NEW YORK, June 2 (AP)— 
self-styled 


Whittaker Chambers, 


former Communist spy ring cour-' 
ier, testified today that Alger Hiss | 


turned over State 
documents to him. 

Chambers said he photographed 
these documents and gave the 
films to J. Peters, whom he iden- 
tified as heading the Communist 
underground in this country at 
one time. (Alexander Stevens, 
alias J. Peters, left here by plane 
May 8 for his native Hungary. 
He had been under a deportation 
order but was allowed to leave 
voluntarily.) 

Hiss, 44 years old, is accused of 
lying when he denied before a 
federal grand jury that he ever 
turned over State Department 
secrets to Chambers. 

Chambers testified that he, Hiss 
and a Col. Bykov, whom a House 
committee identified as a member 
of the Soviet espionage system, 
met in a Manhattan restaurant. 
He stated: 

“Col. Bykov said to Alger Hiss 
through me that the Soviet Union 
was threatened greatly by the rise 
of fascism and that documents 
taken from the State Department 
by Alger Hiss might greatly help.” 

Chambers said Bykov asked, 
“would Alger Hiss be willing to 
procure such documents?” 

“He answered yes,” Chambers 
added. 

Red Rug in Hiss Home. 

Then Chambers testified that a 
“bright red” Oriental rug was 


kept tied in a large closet in the | 


Hiss home in Washington. 
In answer to questions, Cham- 
bers said the rug “was a present

Communists.” 

Chambers, resuming the witness 
stand in United States district 
court today, testified also that he 
conferred “regularly” with Hiss 
until “the spring of 1938.” 

Relates Introduction. 

Chambers said he was intro- 
duced to Hiss by Peters and a 
“Harold Ware.” 

In response to questions by As- 
sistant United States Attorney 
Thomas F Murphy, Chambers 
said he recalled conversations 
with Hiss when the defendant was 
counsel for the Nye Munitions In- 
vestigating Committee of the 
Senate 

The testimony came after Judge 
Samuel H. Kaufman overruled 
Hiss’s attorney, Lloyd Paul Stry- 
ker, who protested that 1935 was 
three years before the alleged acts 
which led to the perjury charges 
against the former State Depart- 
ment official. 

After testifying that “I would 
find it very difficult to para- 
Phrase the conversation” which 
he said took place in the Hiss 
-home in Washington, Chambers 
declared: 

“The substance of the conver- 
sation concerned procuring of doc- 
uments from the State Depart- 
ment by means of Mr. Hiss’s posi- 
tion in the Nye committee.” 

Admits Getting Papers. 

Asked whether he received 
documents Chambers replied that 
he had. 

“Mr. Hiss _ procured 
documents from a ‘Mr. 
which he had asked for in the 
name of the Nye Committee,” 
Chambers testified. 

When Murphy asked what the 
papers were, Chambers replied: 
“They bore on munitions, but I 
cannot be more explicit.” He

Survey Shows Increase of 2 
to 8 Cents a Pound on 
Most Cuts. 


| A rise last week in the whole- 
| sale price of fresh beef and pork 
has been followed this week by 
'a rise of two to eight cents a 
| pound on most cuts at the retail 
level, a survey today disclosed. 

Most of the advance has taken 
place on such popular items as 
center cut pork chops and round 
steak although the amount of the 
rise varies from store to store. 

There is little likelihood of a 
reversal of the trend soon as cat- 
tle reached a new 1949 high today 
of $28.25 a hundredweight at Na- 
tional Stockyards. This is a rise 
of $8.25 from the 1949 low of $20 
established last Feb. 9. 

Hog prices ended a steady three- 
week advance today when the 
market was 25 to 50 cents lower 
than yesterday. The current top 
of $22 is $4 higher than the low 
for this year set last April.

MAY (HONEY) JOHNSON 


Says Doctor Aboard Ship 
Diagnosed Her Case of 
Seasickness as Mental 
Disorder. 


NEW YORK, June 2 (AP) — 
Honey Johnson, an attractive 
Swedish model, was back where 
she started today in her fight to 
erase the stigma of insanity from 
her record. 

She is fighting deportation from 
the land she planned to adopt. 

The 33-year-old former dancer 
said a curious case of sea sick- 
ness caused all her trouble. 

She was en route here on the 
liner Stockholm early in 1948 
when she became ill. She visited 
the ship’s doctor. 

Miss Johnson said she answered 
the doctor’s questions in a per- 
functory manner, wishing only to 
be done with the examination and 
get some rest. 

The physician diagnosed her 
trouble, she said, as “insania,” 
mental disorder accompanied by 
hallucinations, sleeplessness and a 
feeling of persecution, 


As a result, when her ship 
docked, two physicians of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice examined her and classed her 
as a “mental defective, Class A.” 

Miss Johnson appealed. A board 
of medical officers of the Health 
Service upheld the insanity find- 
ing, she said, despite the testi- 
mony of a psychiatrist that she 
was sane. 

Under immigration regulations, 
it was ruled that she could not be 
admitted to this country. 

She appealed to United States 
District Court. She was released 
from Ellis island last Oct. 4, un- 
der $500 bond, to await the out- 
come. 

On May 9 the United States Su- 
preme Court held with Miss John- 
son. It said the board of medical 
officers should not have taken the 
word of the previous examining 
physicians.

JEFFERSON CIY, June 2—Rep- 
resentative Wallace Cooper of 
Warrénsburg has prepared an 
amendment to his proposed re- 
vision of the King-Thompson anti- 
utility strike law which will meet 
most of the objections organized 
labor has expressed and yet will 
provide an effective method of 

preventing utility strikes. 

Cooper said today that he would 
offer the amendment, which sup- 
plements a series of amendments 
agreed on by the House Commit- 
tee on Labor, when the bill is 
called up for perfection in the 
House, probably next week. 

The principal objections labor 
representatives had to the King- 
Thompson law, passed in 1947, 
were to provisions making all 
utility strikes unlawful, depriving 
striking employes of seniority, 
making striking labor organiza- 
tions liable to a $10,000 daily pen- 
alty during work stoppages, mak- 
ing labor union officers liable to 
a $1000 penalty if they called or 
supported a strike, and authoriza- 
tion of the use of injunction to 
enforce the act. 

Cooper’s bill does not prohibit 
strikes, omits the loss-of-seniority 
clause and omits the money pen- 
alty provisions. As originally 
drawn, it did not authorize in- 
junctions in utility labor disputes, 
but in the amendment he now has 
prepared the injunction provision 
is restored. 

Voluntary Arbitration. 

Whereas the King-Thompson law 
provided for compulsory arbitra- 
tion, Cooper provides for voluntary 
arbitration, but the other provi- 
sions of his bill are sufficiently 
strong, apparently, to make sub- 
mission to arbitration desirable by 
both parties to a dispute. 

As in the present law, Cooper 
Proposes to give the vernor 
power to seize a utility in case of 
an actual or threatened strike and 
to operate it until the parties to 
the dispute reach an agreement. 

Cooper, a former attorney for 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, has devoted several months 
of study to the King-Thompson 
law with the purpose of preparing 
a substitute which would be ac- 
ceptable to labor and yet prevent 
utility strikes. Except for the 
penalty sections, and for the sub- 
stitution of voluntary for com- 
pulsory arbiration, it follows the 
line of the King-Thompson Act. 

It is made applicable to all 
utilities covered by the present 
law except that it excludes truck- 


60-Day Notice on Contract. 

It provides that all utilities 
shall file with the State Board of 
Mediation copies of contracts with ' 
employes, and that 60 days’ notice 
shal] be given by either employer 
or employe of intended changes 
in a new contract. 

In case of a labor dispute either 
party may ask the board to medi- 
ate, or the board may offer its 
services, If mediation fails, the 
board will attempt to induce the 
parties to agree to arbitration. 
Whenever notice of intended con- 
tract changes has been given, or 
the services of the Board of Medi- 
ation have been requested or of-

A B-36 TO TEST ITS 
' WEIGHT CAPACITY

DAYTON, O., June 2 (AP)—Air 
Force engineers today continued 
their job of wrecking a six-engine 
B-36 bomber. 

The destructive project is not 
just for fun. Engineers want to 
determine how much weight our 
largest air fortress can carry. The 
tests were started yesterday by 
the Air Materiel Command at 
Wright-Patterson Air Base. 

One of the first tasks for work- 
men was to twist or break one of 
the 230-foot wings. They began 
loading bags of lead on the silver 
surface to create thousands of. 

Cables were at- 
tached to the underside of the 
wings and secured tightly to the 
floor to create even more pressure.

WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP)— 
The House Un-American dActivi- 
tie- Committee will investigate 
circumstances surrounding the 
bail Gearhart Eisler jumped when 
he fled the country. 

Representative Walter (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, told reporters he 
had proposed the inquiry to Chair- 
man Wood (Dem.), Georgia. He 
said Wood agreed to it and ‘“e 
committee will get busy “soon.” 

The Civil Rights Congress, list- 
ed by the committee and the Jus- 
tice Department as a Communist 
front, put up $20,000 bail in Treas- 
ury bonds. That was to get the 
Red leader out of jail while higher 
courts ruled on his convictions for 
contempt of Congress and pass- 
port illegalities. 

$20,000 Ruled Forfeited. 

A United States district judge 
here ruled the $20,000 forfeited 
after Eisler slipped out of the 
United States. 

An extra $3500 was posted in 
New York in a deportation case 
against Bisler, and Justice Depart- 
ment officials say the Federal 
Government is going after that, 
too. 

The $20,000 was posted by 
George Marshall of New York, 
chairman of the Civil Rights Con- 
gress. 

Immigration service records 
show the $3500 was supplied by a 
Clifford F. Welch, for whom the 
service has no identification. 

Once tagged by the committee 
as the number 1 Communist agent 
in the United States, Eisler slipped 
away May 6 aboard the Polish 
liner Batory. British police took 
him off the ship in England, but 
a British court freed him on the 
ground he had committed no of- 
fense for which he could be sent 
back te the United States. 

New Bill on Aliens. 

His escape built up steam be- 
hind a bill that would let the At- 
torney General jail aliens until de- 
portation can be carried out. A 
judiciary subcommittee headed by 
Walter approved the bill yester- 
day and the full committee was 
expected to follow through today. 

(Eisler, meanwhile, received a 
hero’s welcome when he arrived 
in Russian-occupied Leipzig in 
Germany today.

You 
will participate in that fight... . 

“We trust that Columbia has 
strengthened within you the con- 
viction that human freedom must 
be treasured beyond all else—even 
life itself—for any diminishment 
of it is a tragic backward step.” 

Those who received the honor- 
ary degree of doctor of law were 
Sir Oliver Shewell Franks, British 
Ambassador to the United States;

WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP)—~ 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, said today the 
armed services have planes that 
fly faster than 1000 miles an hour. 

He gave the report to the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, which 
promptly approved a $311,000,000 
program for construction of wind 
tunnels to test high-speed planes 
and guided missiles. 

Johnson's statements were based 
on testimony received from scien- 
tists and military leaders in hear- 
ings on the legislation before a 
subcommittee which he heads. He 
did not identify the planes which 
he said are flying faster than 1000 
miles an hour. 

It previously has been disclosed 
that the Air Force’s rocket-pow- 
ered X-1 had flown “several hun- 
dred miles” faster than the speed 
of sound. Sound travels at 761 
miles an hour at sea level, slower 
at higher altitudes.

jail here, and attendants said he 
{s getting restless. 

“Does it always seem this long 
when you’re waiting to get out?” 
he asked Sheriff James Smith. 
The period immediately preceding 
release from jail always is the 
hardest to bear, the sheriff told 
him. 

Gets Numerous Letters. 

The prisoner has received nu- 
Merous letters, most of them 
from strangers, since he told the 
jury of his efforts to make Hatt- 
man cease his attentions to the 
tall, attractive Mrs. Rutledge, The 
mail brought eight or nine letters 
yesterday, all sympathetic. They 
urged Dr. Rutledge to “keep your 
chin up” and expressed the hope 
that he would win a new trial and 
ultimate acquittal. 

Jail attendants have commented 
on the physician’s poise and self 
control. While the jury was de- 
liberating on a verdict, Dr. Rut- 
ledge slept soundly in his cell, 
unperturbed by the threat of 
death on the gallows or life im- 
prisonment which hung over him, 
At the same time, a fellow pris- 
oner awaiting sentence for bur- 
glary paced up and down the cell 
block, unable to hide anxiety over 
his less serious predicament. 

' Now that the four-week trial is 
over, however, Dr. Rutledge is 
beginning to show signs of strain. 
At the conclusion of the trial he 
weighed 177 pounds, eight less 
than when he entered the Linn 
county jail last March 23. 

Maximum Penalty Is Life. 

Second-degree murder in Iowa 
carries a penalty of 10 years to 
life in prison. A prisoner sen- 
tenced to serve 10 years could earn 
time off for good behavior, but 
would still have to serve at least 
four years, eight months and 29 
days. The state parole board, how- 
ever, can recommend ihat the 
Governor reduce a sentence at any 
time. ‘ 

District Judge J. E. Heiserman 
has given Dr. Rutledge’s attorneys 
until July 1 to file a motion for 
a new trial, and will not pro- 
nounce sentence until after this 
date. The defense probably will 
request more time, it was indi- 
cated today. 

An application for the prisoner’s 
release on bail, expected to be 
filed this week, may precipitate 
a corollary legal battle. County 
Attorney William W. Crissman 
has announced the state will de- 
mand that bond be set at more 
than $50,000, while Defense At- 
torney R. S. Milner has termed 
this excessive and indicated he 
may apply to the Iowa Supreme 
Court for a writ of habeas corpus. 

Crissman, too, has been receiv- 
ing a lot of mail since the trial 
ended. Many letters, some of them 
unsigned, have criticized the prose- 
cution and: the verdict. On the 
other hand, there has been some 
favorable comment. The first tele- 
gram received by the prosecutor 
was a message of congratulation 
from the Circuit Attorney’s office 
in St. Louis. In his efforts to ex- 
tradite Dr. Rutledge, Crissman 
had the assistance of First As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney James W. 
Connor in St. Louis.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., June 2 
(AP)—A plan for spending more 
than $85,000,000 in two years to 
put new life into under-developed 
_eountries was outlined by the Unit- 
;@d Nations today. 

The plan is the U.N. response to 
®resiéent Truman's call for a bold 
new program designed to spread 
technical know-how around the 
world and raise the standards of 
living. This program must be ap- 
proved by the U.N. Economic and 
Social Counci] and by the U.N. 
General Assembly. It is not likely 
to get under way, even if only 
partially approved, until early in 
1950. 

Costs for Two Years. 

The estimated cost of the tech- 
nical assistance proposed in a 328- 
page report issued by U.N. Secre- 
tary General Trygve Lie would be 
$35,862,576 the first year and $50,- 
079,807 the second year. 

U.N. planners made no estimate 
of the cost for succeeding years, 
but emphasized that any economic 
program, to be effective, must be | 
figured in decades. Asked why. 
the program did not add up to a | 
greater figure, officials said the 
planners “did not want to bite off 
more than they can chew now.” 

The money would be raised 
through voluntary contributions 
from governments. No country 
would take part in any phase of 
the program if it did not so desire. 

In his inaugural address, Tru- 
man proposed a program for mak- 
ing benefits of “our scientific ad- 
vances and industrial progress 
available for the improvement 
and growth of under-developed 
areas.” 


The United States delegation to. 


the U.N. Economic and Social 
Council next proposed that Lie 
and the heads of specialized agen- 
cies prepare a comprehensive plan 
for economic development through 
the U.N. and the agencies. The 
Council agreed and the report is- 
sued today is the result. 


Specialized agencies are cousins 
of the U.N., tied to the general 
organization by agreements but 
operating on their own. 

Here is a breakdown of the 
general work and the amounts 
set out in the report: 

U.N.—Industry, transport, pow- 
er, government, administration, 
fiscal, and _ statistical services, 
$4,855,500 to be spent through the 
U.N. during the first year, and 
$7,643,500 the second year; $1,084,- 
500 to be spent through special- 
ized agencies co-operating with 
the U.N. in joint projects the 
first year and $1,601,500 the sec- 
ond year.

How St. Louisans Voted. 


Most of the St. Louis legislators 
are opposed to the gasoline tax 
increase and to the heavy tax 
contribution St. Louis will make 
under it for county courts to build 
country roads, but in the main 
they are politicians ahead of be- 
ing statesmen, and they are find- 
Ming it hard to go against the Gov- 
ernor’s insistence. 


When the emergency clause was 
voted on last week, it received 
only 78 votes, with 103 needed for 
adoption. Five St. Louis Repre- 
sentatives voted with the Gover- 
nor then, eight voted against his 
emergency clause and five were 
absent. It is certain that he will 
not get all the St. Louis delega- 
tion when another vote is taken. 
One of the absentees was Law- 
rence K. Roos, a Republican, who 
cannot be reached by the Demo- 
cratic political pressure, and an- 
other is Daniel Curran, a Demo- 
crat. 


“IT don’t know how many votes 
the Governor will get from St. 
Louis,” Curran said today, “but 
I know how I am going to vote. 
I voted against the bill and the 
emergency clause last week. I am 
against them now and I will vote 
against them if an attempt is 
made to reconsider the defeat of 
the emergency clause. The people 
in my district are not in favor of 
a 4cent gasoline tax.” 

Situation in Senate. 

A peculiar parliamentary situa- 

tion has arisén in connection with 
the bill. After its passage in the 
House and the defeat of the emer- 
gency clause, it was sent to the 
Senate in the routine way and had 
its first reading in the Senate last 
Thursday. 
It was on the calendar for sec- 
ond reading and reference to a 
eommittee Tuesday, but Lieut. 
Gov. James T. Blair refused to 
refer it, announcing that it was 
not properly before the Senate. It 
has remained on the second read- 
ing calendar since that time. 

But it also has been carried on 
the House third reading calendar, 
notwithstanding it had its third 
reading there and was passed. 

The defect discovered in the 
Senate was due to the fact that 
when the bill went to the Senate, 
certain last minute amendments to 
be title, which accompanied the

originals, the originals having 
been misplaced.

Sloan plan for development of the 
Missouri river basin appeared be- 
for the House Public Works Com- 
mittee, which is considering a 
measure by Representative Lemke 
(Rep.), North Dakota, to limit 
the pool level to 1830 feet above 
sea level. 

(The dispute concerns the larg- 
est single project in the Inter- 
agency or Pick-Sloan plan for the 
Missouri river basin, It developed 
from objections of various kinds 
to the larger and higher dam ad- 
vocated by the Army, and it re- 
flects long-standing controversies 
between the Army engineers and 
the Reclamation Bureau.) 

Sloan, now chairman of thé 
Missouri Basin Interagency Com- 
mittee, told the House committee 
that the original “understanding” 
in 1945 was that the dam would 
be built to a height permitting a 
pool elevation of 1830 feet. 

“I believe that the dam should 
be operated with an 1830-foot level 
until further studies show it 
should be higher,” Sloan said. 
“The original understanding was 
that it would be built to have a 
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pool level of 1830 feet. At that 
time, it was felt that this would 


be sufficient for all flood control 


needs.” 

Pick followed Sloan to the wit- 
ness stand and said flatly that 
Plans for the dam “never have 
been for a pool level of 1830 feet.” 

“I am surprised at what ‘Sloan 
said this morning,” Pick said 
heatedly. 

Pick said that he himself drew 
up plans for the dam and that it 
called for a structure of 1874 feet 
above sea level, which would per- 


| mit a pool elevation of 1850 feet. 


“I am unalterably opposed to a 
level of 1830 feet,” Pick said. “It 
would wreck the entire develop- 
ment.” 


Pick said Sloan was present at 


Pick said it was 
understood at that time that the 
dam would be built to permit a 
pool level of 1850 feet. Pick said 
that, with an 1850 foot level, first 
rough estimates indicated the dam 
would hold back 17,000,000 acre 
feet of water. A later estimate 
showed, he said, thatt he same 
dam lével would hold back 23,000,- 
000 acre feet. 


It has been estimated recently 
that the 1830-foot pool would re- 
sult in a reservoir of 17,000,000 
acré-foot capacity. The Army 
viewpoint is that benefits of Gar- 
rison Dam for irrigation and 
power generation would be ad- 
versely affected to a marked de- 
gree by the lower level. There 
pfobably would be an effect also 
on the relationship of this project 
to flood control and downstream 
navigation. ! .

' Tt was not too many years ago 
that the pacers were looked upon 
as “poor relations” of the trotters 
in the harness horse world. The 
trotter was the big “it.” 
' But right now, the sidewheelers 
are showing the trotters some- 
thing in the way of ‘speed—at 
least at Fairmount Park’s spring 
meeting. 
‘ Best times are held by pacers. 
.Take the mile for instance. Royal 
‘Blackstone and Rudagar, a pair 
of pacers, have gone the distance 
‘in 2:012-5, just four fifths of a 
-second off Dr, Stanton’s track rec- 
‘ord. Morris Mite, 2:032-5, has 
done best among the trotters. 
And for the longer route of 
one mile and one sixteenth, the 
pacer negotiated the distance in 
2:11, whereas Brittanic’s 2:153-5 
is best for the trotters.

Of a Boxing Judge! 
OXING fans are frequently 
mystified as to what pro- 
cedure judges of bouts use 

in reaching their decisions, 
Sometimes these verdicts call 
for loud Bronx cheers. Fre- 
quently those jeers are unjus- 
tified, particularly in St. Louis, 
where two competent judges 
handie most of the contests. 
They are Gene Farrell and Al 
Graff. 

Talking with Farrell about 
the system he uses, he said that 
aggressiveness would rank at 
the top, so far as he is con- 
cerned. He also watches for 
the boy who hits the cleaner 
punches, breaks the cleaner, has 
the better defense and shows 
the better ring generalship. 

In Missouri, professional 
bouts are judged on the basis 
of 10 points per round to be 
divided between the two contest- 
ants in the manner that each 
judge sees fit. That is—a round 
may be scored 5-5, if the offi- 
cials think it’s even; 6-4 in favor 
of one boy or t®e other; 7-3, 
usually, in the case one boxer 
scores a clean knockdown and 
the other is unable to make up 
the disadvantage; 8-2 would 
mean one contestant was just 
about out; 9-1 that one could 
barely stand on his feet at the 
end of the round after spend- 
ing much of the preceding three 
minutes on the canvas; 10-0 
would, of course, Mean a com- 
plete washout, a knockout. 

Farrell remarked that the 
principal idea.of a boxing match 
is two men in a ring trying to 
do the most physical damage to 
each other. And the one who 
does the most damage, gets the 
verdict.

Woman One of 
10 Suspended 
Horse Trainers 


CHARLESTON, W.Va., June 2 
(AP)—Suspension of 10 horse 
trainers at the Charles Town Race 
Track was affirmed yesterday by 
the State Racing ion, 

The 10, one of them a woman, 
were suspended for six months 
each by track stewards on May 
2 and 5 on charges of doping 
horses, which had raced at the 
track during the week of April 23- 

- Five of the horses they en- 
tered finished first and the other 
five second. 

The commission declared that 
the trainers, “if not themselves 
guilty, were responsible for the 
condition of their horses as found 
by the urinalysis test made by 
the chemist and duly reported to 
the stewards.” 

The commission increased from 
six months to one year the sus- 
pensions imposed on trainers Vic- 
tor P. Noyes and Luther Wilson. 
It said each had been found guilty 
once before of violating the com- 
mission’s corrupt practices rules. 
Their suspensions continue to 
May 5, 1950. 

Suspended six months were 
trainers James Stuart, G. W. Ca- 
nard, Elsie S. Morris and N. L. 
Brown, each from April 30; J. E. 
Allison Jr. and King M. Boyd, 
from May 4; and Willie James 
and Frank Lewis from May 6. 

Similar suspensions of the 
horses were set aside by the com- 
mission. It explained that the 
rules provided only that the 
horses be disqualified. 

Suspensions imposed on the 
trainers apply only at tracks 
under jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion. These are at Charles Town

In cost and magnitude, these would dwarf the existing Colorado 
Big Thompson project, which already is taking water from the Colo- 


rado river to the state’s northeastern plains. 


Irrigation, city water 


supply and hydro-electric power production are the objectives. 


The two proposed diversions are 
the Blue-South Platte project, 
which, like the Colorado- Big 
Thompson, would flow into the 
Missouri river basin, and the Gun- 
nison-Arkansas project, which 
would go into the Arkansas river 
basin to the south. 

States To Be Consulted. 

A preliminary report on both the 
new proposals has been submitted 
to the state of Colorado but later 
the other states in the Colorado 
River Compact will be consulted. 
That compact, one of the out- 
standing formal expressions of the 
great value placed on water rights 
in the West, permits use of the 


water of that stream anywhere 
within the geographical boun- 
daries of the member states. Other 
federal agencies will be consulted 
by the bureau, too, in an effort to 
minimize any possible objections 
before Congress. 

“The biggest problem,” Avery A. 
Batson, regional director of the 
Reclamation Bureau, told report- 
ers recently, “will be to persuade 
the people on the western slope of 
the Rocky Mountains that they 
won't be hurt by the diversions. 
We think we can show this. The 
western slope has more water than 
the eastern, due to climatological 
conditions, but relatively less ir- 
rigable land. On the other hand, 
the more populous eastern slope 
needs the water and has more ir- 
rigable land.” 

Rugged Part of Rockies. 

The region affected is one of 
the most rugged and best known 
parts of the Rockies. The snow- 
clad Divide stands 12,000 feet or 
more high. Many nearby peaks 
rise above 14,000 feet. The Col- 
orado rises there, a typical spar- 
kling mountain stream, quite un- 
like the muddy torrent that 
plunges through the Grand Can- 
yon, far to the southwest. The 
western slope lives a hard, seclud- 
ed life of its own. 

Tunnels will carry the water be- 
neath the Divide and some of this 
liquid wealth will find its way 
through the Platte to the Mis- 
souri, some through the Arkansas 
to the Mississippi. Nestled on the 
eastern slope is a long string of 
cities, north of Denver and south 


to Pueblo. 
For the Blue-South Platte proj- 


ect, an 18.4-mile tunnel would be 
carved through the granite of the 
high mountains to carry the flow 
from Blue river (a Colorado tribu- 
tary) near Dillon to the north 
fork of the South Platte, south of 
towering Mount Evans. The pro}- 
ect calls for eight storage reser- 
voirs, 271 miles of main collection 
and distribution canals, partly in 
tunnels, and eight hydro-electric 
plants with combined output less 
than a quarter of the present pro- 
duction of the Union Electric sys- 
tem at St. Louis. 
Water for Irrigation. 

Denver, which already reaches 
far into the mountains for its 
municipal water supply, would get 
for this purpose more than a tenth 
of the proposed diversion. The 
bureau and the city are preparing 
to go to court to adjudicate city 
water claims. On the irrigation 
side, supplemental water would be 
provided for existing irrigation on 
264,000 acres of the plains to the 
north, east and south of Denver, 
water would be available to open 
83,000 additional acres to irriga- 
tion and the ground-water supply 
would be improved to make pos- 
sible irrigation of 29,000 acres by 
pumping.

It would take 22 years to com- 
plete the Blue-South project, the 
bureau engineers estimate. They 
figure the cost would be $403,770,-

Badly needed additional munici- 
pal water supply would be fur- 
nished to Colorado Springs and 
Pueblo in the first stage and to 
a number of smaller cities in the 
ultimate stage. Bureau officials 
said most of these communities 
do not have enough water now 
and that many of them, Colorado 
Springs being an exception, have 
a supply of poor quality. 

Extent Of Water Diversion. 

The bureau estimates that the 
ultimate stage would assure the 
322,000 acres of land now irrigated 
along the Arkansas valley and 
elsewhere in this vicinity all the 
water needed and would bring in 
225,000 additional acres for irriga- 
tion. The first stage would pro- 
vide only an undetermined par- 
tial supplement for the present 
irrigated area. 


Enough water would be taken 
across the Divide annually in the 
ultimate stage to cover St. Louis 
to a depth of 16 feet. The first 
stage would take only about a 
tenth as much. 


building the first stage. The bu- 
reau is somewhat cagey as to the 
prospects for the ultimate stage. 
Regional Director Batson said: 
“The ultimate stage represents the 
maximum potentiality; the bureau 
will recommend a continuing study 
of it.” 

For the first stage the cost esti- 
mate now is $140,471,000, for the 
ultimate there would be additional 
cost of $382,529,000 — a total of 
$523,000,000. 


Allocation of Costs. 

How the cost would be allocated 
among the various asserted bene- 
ficiaries of the projects doubtless 
will be a controversial question. 
“Non - reimbursable” portions 
would be borne outright by the 
Federa] treasury, that is, the na- 
tion’s taxpayers. Irrigation, power 
and municipal water supply por- 
tions would be paid back by the 
direct beneficiaries, under varying 
terms. 

In the case of the Blue-South 
Platte project, non - reimbursable 
items, as now proposed by the 
Reclamation Bureau, are $11,194,- 
000 for public recreational bene- 
fits such as fishing and boating, 
and $457,000 for sediment (silt) 
control. Almost two-thirds of the 
total cost would be charged to 
— almost a quarter to irriga- 

on. 

Only a first-stage cost allocation 
has been proposed for the Gunni- 
son-Arkansas project. In this the 
nonreimbursable items would be 
$22,679,000, or 16 per cent of the 
total cost, for flood control, and 
$2,246,000 for recreation. Irriga- 
tion would be charged with 13 per 
cent, power with 68 per cent. The 
bureau explained that the power 
allocation was relatively high, 
compared with power output, be- 
cause much of the power could be 
produced now within the Arkan- 
sas basin, without the diversion, if 
r= facilities were avail- 
able. 

The Blue-South Platte project 
would produce about twice as 
much electric power as the antici- 
pated yield of the present Colo- 
rado-Big Thompson undertaking 
and about 50 per cent more water. 
In turn, the Gunnison-Arkansas 
ultimately would generate about 
twice as much current as the 
Blue-South Platte and divert 
about 25 per cent more water than 


the latter.

OLAND, hemmed in by the Soviet Union, whatever may occur,

The row with Yugoslavia is the 
sharpest of all. It has its basis, 
of course, in Marshal Tito’s anti- 
Kremlin heresies, but it finds its 
immediate outlet in the battle of 
information centers. One Polish 
official] said: “We tune in the 
radio and we can’t tell whether 
we are listening to Belgrade or 
to the Voice of America.” 

About ‘two months ago, Yugo- 
slav police swooped down one 
morning and closed the Polish 
Information Center in Belgrade. 
Poland was reduced to enraged 
impotency. The Yugoslavs had not 
opened any similar center in War- 
saw. Poland, for the moment, 
could do nothing but protest. 

U. S. is Target. 

The next move was a flanking 
attack, with the United States as 
its target. On the flimsiest of 
pretexts, Poland demanded that 
Chester Opal, a former Chicago 
newspaper man, who was in 
charge of the Embassy’s Informa- 
tion Service in Warsaw, leave 
the country immediately. The ex- 
changes were rude and impolite. 
The net result has been to cut 
patronage by Poles of the United 
States Information Service read- 
ing rooms and other facilities by 
more thafr one-half, exactly what 
the Polish Government wanted to 
achieve.

stems from a convention signed 
at the end of World War I, by 
which Polish workers were re- 
cruited for France and under 
which they were to be repatri- 
ated without “special permit.” 
Poland claims the convention has 
been violated repeatedly by France 
and has made its complaints the 
subject of full-dress debate in the 
Sejm, or parliament. France also 
is accused of harboring known 
Polish war criminals, and of re- 
stricting Polish visas for such af- 
fairs as the Communist-sponsored 
Peace Congress in Paris. 
Brazil Dragged In. 

Brazil was dragged in by a raid 
of Brazilian police on the “Con- 
gress of Partisans of Peace” in 
Rio de Janeiro. Poland, through 
a semi-public organization called 
the “Committee of Defenders of 
Peace,” sent a surly telegram 
saying it was “outraged and 
shaken.” 


The dispute with Canada is 
perhaps the most interesting of 
all. As Poland went down to de- 
feat under the German armies in 
1939, the priceless religious and 
historical relics from the Wawel, 
or fortress church in Krakow, 
were smuggled into Romania, 
then into France, and in 1940 a 
large number of them at least 
found their way to Canada. 

No one disputes that they were 
the property of the prewar Polish 
state. Canada and most of the 
rest of the world have recognized 
the present Polish Government as 
the successor organization, but 
Warsaw hasn’t been able to lay 
hands on these treasures since. 

Fine Tapestry Collection. 

Part of the hoard includes one 
of the finest tapestry collections 
in the world, reputedly 142 pieces. 
They were seized from Krakow 
by the Russians at the end of the 
Eighteenth century. For years 
they graced the palace of Prince 
Potemkin, Catherine the Great’s 
lover. The Soviet Government re- 
turned them to Poland in 1922.

Real Driver’s Responsibility Law 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In an editorial of May 24 you state: 

“Missouri has sought to meet the prob- 
lem by requiring a driver to establish 
his financial responsibility—by posting a 
bond or taking out an insurance policy— 
after he has been involved in an acci- 
dent. The drawback in this plan is that 
it gives no protection to an irresponsi- 
ble driver's first victim.” 

I wonder if you are aware of the fact 
that it gives very little, if any, protec- 
tion to an irresponsible driver’s second, 
third or fourth victim, for the following 
reasons: 

In the first place the law does not 
require that a person obtain insurance 
or post a bond if he fails to satisfy a 
judgment arising out of an automobile 
accident, but instead merely requires 
that on application by the attorney for 
the unpaid victim the driver’s license 
may be revoked. 

Thus if a person is the cause of an 
automobile accident and is unable to 
pay for the damage and injuries which 
he has caused, he is in this position: 
nothing will happen to him unless the 
victim takes the trouble to follow the 
procedure laid down in Jefferson City 
and asks that his driver’s license be 
revoked; if the victim does that, the 
Jefferson City office may have his driv- 
er’s license taken up, or may merely 
notify him that it has been suspended, 
in which case he is as well off as ever. 

If his driver’s license is picked up, he 
may continue to drive his automobile 
and usually does, and the chances are 
perhaps 1 to 50 that he will ever be re- 
quired to show it. If he should be re- 
quired at some later date to produce 
his driver's license, he will simply say 
that he does not have one, and will be 
fined a very nominal amount, usually 
about $5. 

«In view of the foregoing there seems 
nO reason whatever, with the law as it 
atands at the present time, why the vic- 
tim should even ask for revocation of 
the irresponsible driver’s license, since 
it will accomplish virtually nothing, and 
will not even prevent the continued op- 
eration of a vehicle by the irresponsible 
driver, assuming, of course, that he car- 
ries the title to the car in someone 
else’s name. 

The law could very easily be amended 
to accomplish its original purpose: 

1. By requiring that the driver’s li- 
cense of the irresponsible driver be 
picked up by the police. 

2. By providing a different penalty for 
operating a motor vehicle after one’s li- 
cGense has been revoked, thus distinguish- 
ing this from a mere failure or over- 
sight in obtaining a driver’s license. The 
penalty should be at least a year in the 
workhouse, and the police court should 
be required to determine prior to impos- 
ing the fine whether the failure to have 
@jicense was a mere oversight or wheth- 
er it is a situation in which the driver 
does not have a license for the réa- 
son that it has been taken away from 
him 


"Missouri is probably not ready to re- 
quire compulsory insurance at this time, 
but much could be accomplished if the 
present legislation were changed to make 


it accomplish its purpose.

Third Street Agreement? 


There surely must be some way of reconcil- 
ing the dispute over the Third Street Inter- 
regional Highway project. Against the objec- 
tions of the Darst Administration and the State 
Highway Department, the Missouri House Com- 
mittee on Commerce has‘ approved the Webbe 
bill. This bill would postpone construction of 
the highway for two years. It has already 
passed the Senate. 

If the bill becomes law, it might cost St. Louis 
$8,000,000 in federal and state funds which 
have been allocated for the project. These funds 
carry the proviso that construction contracts be 
signed next year by June 30. St. Louis has re- 
ceived very little in outside aid of this kind, 
though it has made vast contributions to state 
highways. Moreover, the city is in no financial 
position to make a large outlay for Third street 
out of its own funds. 

State Senator Webbe’s motive is simple and 
understandable. He says that, unless the work 
is delayed, 3000 persons will be evicted from 
their homes, now being acquired under con- 
demnation proceedings for the highway right-of- 
way. St. Louis has learned by its experience 
with the defeated $16,000,000 slum clearance 
bond issue that people naturally cling, in this 
period of housing famine, to any roof over their 
heads. 

The importance of the Third street highway, 
which has been discussed for 20 years, is ob- 
vious. It is important not only to anchor values 
in the downtown district, but for the success 
of the Jefferson Memorial on the river front. 
Today we print under the cartoon an analysis 
of the project by Sidney R. Baer, which, we 
think, is basically unassailable. 

The situation presented by the Webbe bill 
is a challenge which the Darst Administration 
recognizes. City Counselor Crowe, speaking 
for the Mayor, pledges that work will not begin 
if it means that any resident along the highway 
is made homeless. Right now the city is trying 
to find homes for the affected families. We think 
it should be possible for Senator Webbe and 
the Darst Administration to come to an agree- 
ment by which Webbe would not press his bill 
in return for assurance that his concern for the 
residents of the district will be completely 
honored. 
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No Public Duel 


The joint chiefs of staff have rejected the 
request of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee for a test duel between the Air Force’s 
big B-36 bomber and the Navy’s Banshee jet 
fighter. They decided that the contest would 
reveal to any possible enemy nation the capaci- 
ties of two of our major weapons and that the 
mock battle would be inconclusive and subject 
to misinterpretation. 

Apparently they had in mind the plane vs. 
battleship contest of the early 1920s wherein 
four “‘sitting duck” battleships were successfully 
bombed by the Air Corps and out of which a 
great furor and much misinterpretation arose. 
These tests also were witnessed by Japanese 
representatives, who doubtless profited by them. 

Admiral Denfeld, chief of naval operations, 
in communicating the decision to Secretary 
of Defense Johnson, “wrote that tests are 
under way to evaluate the usefulness of strate- 
gic bombers against all types of attack, in- 
cluding jet: fighters, and these would be, of 
course, continued.” That should mean that a 
basic question of national defense, arising out 
of the claims put forth in Air Force publicity on 
the B-36, will be solved in secret and the results 
made known to responsible leaders in the mili- 
tary establishment. 

Presumably it will be some time before the 
public finds out whether the B-36 is all that it 
is supposed to be—able to fly higher than anti- 
aircraft fire, to out-maneuver interceptor planes 
in thin atmosphere, and to bomb any target 
requiring a bomb. It is too bad that the Air 
Force was allowed to toot its horn so loudly 
and build up the picture of an invincible bomber 
able to win quick and easy victories. It has left 
the public confused, to say the least. 
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To Help Our Culture 

There has been so little in St. Louis in the 
way of endowments for cultural and artistic 
aspects of the community’s life that the Sym- 
phony’s new benefaction is an event well worth 
noticing. 

Mrs. Leticia Parker Williams, daughter of the 
late George W. Parker, St. Louis lawyer, left a 
legacy of $85,000 in trust for a relative in Maine, 
on the condition that it go to the St. Louis or- 
chestra on the relative’s death. Now that the 
relative has died, the Symphony is about to see 
its endowment fund more than quadrupled. With 
the addition of the Williams fund, the total en- 
dowment of the orchestra will be $105,000. The 
income from this will be a help in meeting the 
deficit which the Symphony runs each year. 

The Public Library is another cultural and 
educational force which should have much more 
in the way of endowment support than it has 
had. In all its years, the Public Library has 
had only two endowment fund gifts—that of 
George O. Carpenter, a onetime library board 
president, of $10,000, and that of George F. 
Steedman, also of $10,000: There have been 
some other gifts but no other endowment be- 
quests. The Boston Public Library, to cite the 
similar institution in a city of approximately 
the same size, has endowment funds of about 
$4,000,000. 

The Williams gift would serve a double pur- 
pose if it reminded St. Louisans of the oppor- 
tunity to add to theacilities of institutions such 
as the Symphony, the Library and the Art Muse- 
um. Public or private, these agencies never 
have enough money to meet the demands on 
them. Growing endowment funds are part of 
the answer.

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Moderation vs. Usury 

For the third time since the 1945 Constitu- 
tion reopened the small-loan question, the State 
Senate has approved excessive interest rates 
and the House moderate ones. 

Differences of opinion are inevitable since 
no one knows exactly what rate will attract the 
needed amount of capital to the loan business 
without becoming an unfair burden on bor- 
rowers. In this situation, the Senate has in ef- 
fect let the lenders write their own ticket. It is 
actually possible to narrow the doubt by com- 
mon sense analysis, however, and this the House 
has done. 

Other kinds of credit have become much 
cheaper since most states wrote their small-loan 
statutes. Lending chains are making fantastic 
profits. Missouri small-loan companies have only 
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slightly larger bad debt losses than St. Louis 
banks which are doing a brisk personal loan busi- 
ness at 8 per cent. Their other expenses are 
larger, but the business has no excuse to exist 
if it must charge much more than twice as 
much as the banks. Therefore, the House has 
doubled the banks’ rate and added enough more 
to make 18 per cent, while the Senate has ap- 
proved 30 and 33 per cent. 

Despite its superior case on every score, the 
House has twice knuckled under to the Senate. 
Excessive rates would be legal today if former 
Gov. Donnelly had not wielded the veto. But 
Gov. Smith is a much less certain quantity, so 
the backbones of House members may be the 
only thing that protects Missourians from legal- 
ized usury when financial emergencies strike 
them. 
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Two Veteran Grabs 


After less than two hours of debate, the lower 
House of Congress yesterday passed a pension 
bill for veterans of both world wars which, if 
it becomes law, will cost the nation 65 billion 
Collars in the next 50 years. At the same time, 
the Missouri House of Representatives approved 
a s:ate bonus of $150,000,000. Both measures 
received lopsided votes. The pension bill vote 
was 365 to 27. At Jefferson City, the tally was 
114 to 3. 

This irresponsible kind of legislation is a 
sorry commentary on the wisdom and courage 
of lawmakers. In approving the pension bill, 
the national House struck out a provision grant- 
ing pensions only to those “unable to work.” 
So, while a veteran of 65 may be gainfully em- 
ployed and in good health (the bill provides for 
no medical examination), he may receive $72 a 
month from the Treasury. 

To finance the Missouri bill, a whole raft of 
new taxes is proposed and, of course, the re- 
cipients of the bonus would pay a large share of 
its total cost. There would be taxes on cigarettes, 
beer, whisky and wine; a tax on amusement de- 
vices, bowling alleys and pool tables; 2 per cent 
more on corporation net income; 4 per cent 
more on the income of intangible property. 

No nation has ever been as generous in its 
treatment of service men as the United States. 
Under the G.I. Bill of Rights, veterans receive 
many benefits in the form of gifts and loans; 
this measure was designed to forestall such gen- 
eral pension bills as the House has passed. But 
the average politician is too sensitive to the 
pressure of veterans’ lobbies to raise his voice 
against such extortion. 

Perhaps both the national House and the Mis- 
souri House expect the upper legislative bodies, 
or the President and Governor, to retrieve their 
folly. If so, then they will be able to point out 
that they voted for the outlay. At a time when 
the public debt is astronomically high and tax 
burdens are heavy, pension and bonus bills are 
out of order.

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The Threat of Mob Rule 


The fact that the lynching of Calif Hill in 
Georgia is the only one reported in the country 
this year will be used as argument that stronger 
anti-lynching laws are not needed. So will the 
fact that there were only two lynchings and one 
borderline case—all in Georgia—last year, Lynch- 
ing, it will be argued, is on the wane, so there 


‘is no reason to do anything about it. 


Lynching has an effect in more than numbers. 
Its most fearful effect will persist as long as 
lynching can go unpunished. It will haunt every 
Negro and oppress his freedom of speech and 
action. And it should haunt everyone else, for 
no one can justifiably feel safe as long as lynch- 
ing is a threat. 
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Unluckily for the United States’ extradition 
efforts, Gearhart Eisler turned out to be the 


wrong kind of liar. 
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Mayor Darst’s Horse Trade 

Mayor Darst is suddenly beyond his depth in 
a political horse-trade with the state govern- 
ment. The deal, as Curtis A. Betts pulls the 
story together, runs like this: 

1. The Mayor wants the police pay increase 
to pass. He wants to continue the city earnings 
tax. He opposes the Webbe bill that would de- 
lay the Third street highway and risk the loss 
of federal and state aid funds. 

2. Therefore, he is trying to win the support 
of Gov. Smith and rural legislators to these 
causes by influencing St. Louis Representatives 
to ‘vote for the rural bloc’s measure to increase 
the gasoline tax. 

Mr. Darst is in over his head in several ways. 

First, it is only four months since Joseph M. 
Darst denounced the earnings tax as “a Republi- 
can tax law which takes something out of every 
paytheck in the city of St. Louis.” He called for 
its repeal then,’ but now he seeks the authority 
to continue this tax and is offering a political 
concession to get it. 

Second, the concession is too great. The gas 
tax bill puts the rapacious hands of county court- 
house rings into state road funds. It throws a 
$300,000 sop to the St. Louis city administration 
by removing the tax from gas used for municipal 
purposes—but, as a St. Louis legislator adds, 
“automobile users in St. Louis would pay ap- 
proximately $5,000,000 in increased taxes.” A 
trade like that affects the very people who elect- 
ed Mr.. Darst. 

Third, the Mayor is lending his influence to 
the specific purpose of attaching an emergency 
clause to the gas tax bill. And this clause has 
no purpose but to prevent a state-wide referen- 
dum in which, like the similar Curry amend- 
ment, the bill would probably be killed. Thus, 
Mr. Darst is upholding a minority that is trying 
to prevent voters from passing on an act of the 
Legislature. 

Fourth, in all probability, Mr. Darst’s effort 
to ‘please is futile. St. Louis legislators, as Mr. 
Betts says, have customarily supported rural- 
sponsored legislation in the hope that the favor 
would be returned. But, with the notable excep- 
tion of the City Sanitarium and Training School 
transfers last year, “the tly rural 
Legislature has gone right along ignoring St. 
Louis’ claim for consideration in the appropria- 
tion of state funds.” In short, appeasement leads 
nowhere but to more appeasement. 

St. Louisans sympathize with a Mayor caught 
between the Scylla of a deficit and the Charybdis 
of an unsympathetic state government. But Mr. 
Darst’s stroke of “practical” politics does much 
harm to fair democratic principles and to the 
genuine interests of St. Louis people. 
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Foes of the ERP in Congress evidently don't 
believe in peace at any price. They prefer econ- 
omy at any expense.

A Letter to the Editor From Sidney R. Baer 


The Webbe bill to delay evictions for the 
Third street highway, against which this 
letter ig aimed, has been recommended for 
passage by the House Commerce Commit- 
tee in Jefferson City. The Benate has 
already passed the bill. 


Real estate taxes contribute by far the 
larger part of the revenue of municipal gov- 
ernments. A very large percentage of the 
real estate taxes is levied on property lo- 
cated in the downtown district in cities; 
the so-called retail and financial district. 

To the extent that values remain high in 
that district, city revenue is favorably af- 
fected. To the ex- 
tent that values de- 
preciate in that dis- 
trict, municipal rev- 
enue _ shrinks. If 
downtown values 
shrink, the burden 
of taxation is shifted 
to other areas in the 
city. 

It is therefore of 
the highest impor- 
tance to all citizens 
in large cities, that Sidney R. Baer 
property values in the downtown district 
be sustained. And if there is a tendency 
for that district to disintegrate, every citi- 
zen should do what he can to check it. 


With traffic congestion, due to the in- 
crease of the use of the automobile, many 
people have been discouraged from coming 
into the downtown district to satisfy their 
needs, This has resulted in the develop- 
ment of a number of outlying business dis- 
tricts. This trend has become a serious 
problem in its effect upon the revenues of 
the city government. 


Hub of the Metropolis 


It impedes civic development as well, for 
investment capital cannot be encouraged to 
flow into business ventures in that district 
if this decentralizing process of the main 
business areas is not halted. No city is 
great, or can be progressive, if it does not 
have a dynamic downtown area where the 
great banking institutions and the great 
business and industrial institutions can 
only be located. Neighborhood districts are 
a healthy development, but these supple- 
mentary business areas can never take the 
place of a dynamic downtown area where 
the large buildings, the large hotels, the 
large banking institutions must be located 
for the convenience of all of the city. 


Particularly is this problem acute in St. 
Louis because of the manner in which St. 
Louis has developed, with the business dis- 
trict adjacent to the river front, and the 
wholesale and blighted district between that 
district and the residential area. In most 
cities, the business district is located near- 
er the residential areas. ; 


Farsighted city planning, however, has 
developed a program whereby this peculiar 
development may be turned inte an eco- 
nomic advantage, by making use of the 
riverfront for the Jefferson Memorial. This 
great development will draw citizens and 
visitors into the eastern area of our city. 


This development will re-create high land 


values in the downtown district by stabiliz- 
ing that district, and thereby sustain much 
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needed revenues for our city government. 
I repeat, no city can make progress and 
be a great metropolis without a pulsating, 
dynamic business and banking area. 


The portent of this development in down- 
town St. Louis can be evaluated by the ef- 
fect which the construction of Wacker Drive 
had on a dilapidated district in Chicago, ad- 
jacent to the downtown district, lying along 
the Chicago river. That project revitalized 
a district and re-created property values. 


New York’s Good Example 


The great elevated highways along the 
Hudson River and East River in New York 
are serving a similar purpose in stabilizing 
the great financial and downtown district. 
Motorists from the populous residential 
areas to the north, such as Westchester 
County, and even from Connecticut, are 
enabled to get downtown in short order. 

Included in the far-reaching projects for 
city development here at home, and an in- 
tegral part of the whole riverfront develop- 
ment, are the completed plans for a wid- 
ened, double-decked Third street, to be con- 
nected with Gravois on the south and, ulti- 
mately, Natural Bridge on the north. When 
this great artery is completed, quick access 
from the populated areas of our city to the 
north and south will be provided into down- 
town St. Louis, relieving congestion result- 
fhg from traffic coming from the western 
residential sections. 

Unfortunately, a bill is pending in the 
Legislature known as the Webbe bill, which 
seeks to delay work on this great highway 
for two years, If this bill passes, $4,000,000 
which the Federal Government has made 
available will probably be lost, as the allo- 
cation of the federal funds is predicted 
upon an early start of this project. 


If the Federal Aid Goes 


The loss of this money might result in 
the inability of the city government to fi- 
nance the highway. This would be a trage- 
dy, for without this artery, the development 
of the Jefferson Memorial would be im- 
practical. Access to the eastern area of 
our city is an essential part of the over-all 
plan for this great civic development. The 
Jefferson Memorial, slum clearance and the 
Third Street Highway are all tied together, 
and any one of them without the others 
would be ineffective. 

If this over-all deyelopment is impeded, 
capital which may be available for new 
projects in the downtown district will not 
be invested there, nor will funds available 
for the improvement and modernization of 
buildings already in the district be expend- 
ed. Failure to constantly improve and ex- 
pand the business area in any large city 
invariably results in impeding and slowing 
up its progress as a whole. 

For these reasons, all citizens of St. 
Louis, without respect to where their busi- 
ness interegts may lie, without respect to 
where they may live, should vigorously op- 
pose the Webbe bill.

Two Sides. 


Yet the great controversies are 
almost never, perhaps never, melo- 
dramas in which the hero and the 
villain are unmistakably the cham- 
pions of good vs. evil. It is the 
essence and hallmark of really 
great controversies that some- 
where at the bottom of them there 
is a conflict at least of good in- 
tentions—of men, however mis- 
taken, who believe they are right. 
They are not like the _ conflict 
between the policemen and’ the 
sneak thief. The great and diffi- 
cult controversies are precisely 
those in which there is much to 
be said on both sides. 

That is what makes them great. 
That is what makes them diffi- 
cult. And controversies of that 
magnitude are never resolved and 
concluded unless men arise who 
will look for solutions based not 
on the errors and evils of one side 
or the other but on whatever 
truth and virtue can be discerned 
in both sides. 

This is the principle of magna- 
nimity in public life. When it is 
lacking, debate degenerates into 
the brawling of angry, blind, and 
self-righteous fools. 


Forrestal’s Dilemma. 


James Forrestal was the storm 
center of a very great controversy 
—one which, as he knew more 
poignantly than any one else, tran- 
scended all the questions of money 
and economy, of unification, pri- 
ority and precedence. The con- 
troversy turns upon the organiza- 
tion of American power in a time 
when the responsibility of this 
country is unique. 

He knew what the decisions he 
was called upon to make implied. 
He knew it profoundly because he 
had played a commanding role in 
’ developing the Navy for the most 
brilliant naval war in modern his- 
tory. His experience then had 
made him realize, as few others 


could have realized, what an awful 
difference it would have made in 
1944-45 if the wrong decisions had 
been made in 1941-42. ¢ 
The decisions he was asked to 
make in 1947-48 were even more 
difficult than those in which he 
| had participated in 1941-42. I think 
in the form in which they were 
pzesented to him, they were de- 
cisions which only an ignorant 
and irresponsible man would have 
made. For when he was called 
upon to “unify” the Navy, the 
Army and the Air Force, he knew 
that he was being asked to djs- 
unify the Navy and the Army. 


Fact vs. Theory. 


That was the decision he could 
not bring himself to make — to 
break up the proven unity of all 
arms— ships, planes, Marines. — 
which actually existed in the 
Navy, to break up the unity of 
the ground forces and _ tactical 
aviation which actually existed in 
the Army—in order to bring about 
a theoretical unification of these 
services. 

The resistance of the two older 
services—stronger in the Navy 
though present also in the Army 
—to unification of this kind can- 


not be disposed of by the primi- 


'tive argument that it is the work 


of stuffy, reactionary and ambi- 
tious graduates of Anftapolis and 
West Point. The Navy has served 
this country too long and well to 
be treated as the bad boy, even 
the villain, of the dispute. 

The issues of the controversy, 
as they have been defined and 
crystallized in the debate, are, I 
believe, insoluble. And so_ the 
question arises whether a fresh 
look, a fresh start and a new for- 
mulation might not permit us to 
reach the broad objectives on 
which we are in principle agreed. 


Let Geography Rule. 


Might we not at least examine 
the idea that instead of unifying 
the three services by giving each 
the monopoly of a Weapon, we 
might do better to determine their 
responsibility for security and de- 
fense in different parts of the 
world? To put it crudely, but I 
hope without dogmatism, might 
we not recognize that in the Pa- 
cific and the Far East, the pri- 
mary service is the Nayy, and that 
for Europe the primary services 
are the Air Force and the Army? 

A reorganization based’ on that 
distinction would’ mean that for 
war in the Pacific ‘all arms would 
be integrated around sea power. 
For war in Europe they would be 
integrated around the combina- 
tion of air and land power. 

Unification in the Pacific would 
then be what it was during the 
war—unification not around a 
blueprint but around a strategical 
mission—the conduct of a war in 
a theater where the ocean is the 
controlling element. Unification in 
Europe would be developed in re- 
lation to the real situation, name- 
ly, that ships and ground forces 
would be auxiliary to air power, 

Should those who will command 
not have the decision as to what 
weapons they need in order to 
fight? Might it, therefore, not be 
the part of wisdom to organize our 


preparation on that principle?

levied against New York attorney 
since the start of the trial April 


Today’s fine grew out of Palm- 
er’s persistent questioning of T. 
Scott Miller Jr., a Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agent. 

Palmer was questioning Miller 
about 12 papers found in Miss 
Coplon’s purse when the suspend- 
ed State Department analyst was 
arrested in New York March 4 
with Valentine A. Gubitchev, a 
Russian. 

The Government introduced nu- 
merous other papers from the 
handback as evidence but John 
M. Kelley Jr., a Government prose- 
cutor, said the 12 were omitted 
“on the grounds of the security of 
the United States.” 

Palmer asked Miller if he per- 
sonally selected the 12 papers not 
put in evidence. The FBI agent 
replied that he had nothing to do 
with determining what was to be 
used in the case. 

Kelley objected to further ques- 
tioning along this line and Judge 
Reeves upheld him. Palmer, how- 
ever, kept asking substantially 
the same questions, and Judge 
Reeves kept sustaining Kelley's 
objections, 

Palmer started to say some- 
thing about Judge Reeves realiz-

founding of their humble home 
here yesterday. 

More than 500 clerics and religi- 
ous participated in the procession 
which preceded the celebration of 
solemn pontifical high mass by 
the Most Rev.,John A. Floersh, 
archbishop of Louisville. 

Cardinal Dougherty of Philadel- 
phia, who had joined the monks 
in observing their fiftieth and sev- 
enty-fifth anniversaries, headed 
the list of church dignitaries at 
the ceremonies. 

Twelve bishops, 11 abbots and 
Dom M. Dominic Nogues of Rome, 
abbot general of the Trappist Cis- 


tercian Order, also were there, as 
were hundreds of priests, nuns 
and other members of Catholic 
religious orders. 

Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen of the 
Catholic University, Washington, 
D. C., delivered the sermon. He 
told why the Trappists live lives 
of silence, austerity, hard work 
and prayer. 

Msgr. Sheen said: “The closer 
you get to the truth of God, the 
fewer words you need. These men 
know the Word, so they need no 
Serge... «2. 

He explained that another rea- 
son for the austere life of the 
Trappists is atonement for the 
sins of the world.

Variety is the spice of meal 
planning. Meals that are built 
around a rotation of beef, veal and 
pork steaks and chops soon grow 
monotonous as well as budget- 
shattering. 

There are many meats in- the 
markets which housewives often 
pass by because they. do not know | 
how to prepare them to make 
them acceptable to the family. 
Liver, heart, brains, sweetbreads 
and .kidneys are some of these 
meats. 

Newer knowledge of nutrition ' 
has made everyone recognize the 
value of liver as a food. But too | 
often veal liver is the only kind | 
purchased. Lamb, beef, and pork | 
liver are equally nutritious ane 
delicious when cooked correctly. 
Lamb and veal liver may be 
broiled or panfried. Beef and 
pork liver are better when braised. 

Glandular meats will spoil un- 
less they are properly refrigerated. 
Before refrigeration was known 
these meats spoiled quickly. This 
may account for the attitude 
against them that still persists 
today. 

There is almost no connective 
tissue in glandular meats. They 
should not be submitted to high 
temperatures except when they 
are being seared. 

Sweetbreads and brains are 
both great delicacies. Brains as a 
food have not found too much 
favor probably because they have 
not been properly cooked. Brains 
should be cooked at a temperature 
which makes them firm, even 
slightly tough. 

Here are some recipes for pre- 
paring glandular meats:

Baked Brains. 

Select one pound brains and re- 
move all membranes while . hold- 
ing running water. Dry with paper 
towel. Place six bacon strips in a 
baking dish. Cut brain in serving 
size pieces and place on bacon. 
Sprinkle with paprika and dot 
with bacon drippings. Bake in a 
moderate (350 degrees) for 20 min- 
utes. Season with salt and pepper 
when done, 

To Precook Brains or Sweetbreads. 

Remove membranes, wash quick- 
ly in running water, then put in 
a saucepan with enough water to 
cover and one tablespoon vinegar 
or lemon juice. Simmer for fif- 
teen minutes. Cool and chill before 
using. ; 

Sweetbreads With Mushrooms. 

One pound sweetbreads, four ta- 
blespoons butter, one tablespoon 
flour, four green onions, minced; 
one sprig parsley, minced; one- 
half pound mushrooms, sliced; one 
egg yolk, well beaten; one-half cup 
heavy cream. 

Precook sweetbreads. Melt two 
tablespoons butter, add flour and 
brown. Add sweetbreads which 
have been cut into dice, onions, 


parsley and one cup stock in which. 


sweetbreads have cooked. Simmer 
until sauce is thick. Meanwhile 
cook cleaned, sliced mushrooms in 
remaining butter in top of double 
boiler for five minutes. Add sweet- 


ly or made at home on the back 
porch with the old-fashioned hand- 
cranked freezer. 

Although frozen berries are used 
almost exclusively in commercial 
ice cream making, the experts 
watch the development of the crop 
throughout the growing season.

CED TEA OBSERVES — 
ASTH ANNIVERSARY 


St. Louis World’s Fair Place 
of Origin—Summer Drinks 
Based on Tea. 


Iced tea, one of America’s fa- 
vorite beverages, said to have its 
origin right here in St. Louis, will 
celebrate its forty-fifth anniver- 
sary tomorrow. As the story goes, 
it was at the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition in 1904 that iced tea 
had its beginning. An Englishman 
who was selling Ceylon black teas 
was having a time disposing of his 
cups of steaming hot tea. He filled 
glasses with ice and tea, and there 
it was, iced tea! 

Aside from this Englishman’s 
way of making iced tea, experts 
insist that it be made by pouring 
furiously boiling water directly 
over the tea, one bag or teaspoon- 
ful per glass, and allowing it to 
steep for five minutes. Freshly 
brewed tea is then poured into 
glasses filled with ice. To eight 
servings of ice tea at one time 

Put eight teaspoonsful of tea, 
or eight tea bags, into a teapot and 
pour on one pint (two glasses) of 
fresh boiling water. 

Allow to stand for five minutes, 
stir, and then strain into a glass 
or crockery serving pitcher. 

Dilute with two pints (four full 
giasses) of cold tap water and 
let stand at room temperature 
until ready to serve. ~ 

Fill glasses with ice, and pour 
tea from pitcher over the ice. 

However, there is no reason for 
always serving it simply as iced 
tea with lemon. Mint, spices and 
fruit juices may be added. Because 
tea is a perfect base, no other 
beverage blends as well with other 
flavorings, iced or hot.

NEW IN THE MARKETS. 


HE housewife whose neat 
soul revolts at the thought 
of serving bacon all curled 
and puckered can now rest 
easy.

NEW YORK, June 2—John 
Gates, one of 11 Communist party 
executives’ charged with advocat- 
ing revolution, told United States 
District Judge Harold R. Medina 
and the jury today that war be- 
tween Russia and America would 
not be in the people’s interests 
and so he would not willingly 
fight against the Soviet Union,

It would 
stitute “betrayal of the American 
people to fight the Soviet Union,” 
he asserted. 

Asked how he knew that the 
Soviet Union, short of being con- 
quered by Fascist revolution, 
would not make war, Gates re 
plied that he knew from “stated 
foreign policies” of that nation 
and also because he, too, was @ 
Communist, opposed to war but 


| willing to fight for peace. 


It was also true, he said, that 
Russia had no interest in war as 
it had no capitalists, the only ele- 
ment of the population to profit 
by it. Gates insisted he did not 
seek an American government de- 
signed like that of Russia. He 
said he and his comrades wanted 
the “ideas and ideals of Marxism” 


'to prevail. 


Led by his attorney, Gates made 
categorical denial of specific 
charges in the indictment, setting 
forth that he had taught or advo- 
cated “the duty or necessity of 
overthrowing the Government by 
force and violence,” or that he had 
conspired to organize the Commu- 
nist party for the same purpose, 

Statement on Daily Worker. 
Gates, editor-in-chief of the 
Daily Worker, denied yesterday 
that the publication was the offi- 
cial organ of the Communist party 
as testified by some government 
witnesses. He said that it sought 
to interpret and disseminate pre- 
vailing Communist views, however, 
and usually succeeded. 

He denied government testimony 
he had urged fellow members to 
indoctrinate youths with Marxist- 
Leninist doctrine in the manner 
adopted by Hitler in fostering fas- 
cism. 

Gates also denied prosecution 
statements he had boasted that 
10,000 Reds could control New 
York City. At the time the remark 
was attributed to him, he said, 
city party membership was be- 
between 20,000 and 25,000. 

He asserted party officers were 
elected in democratic fashion and 
not arbitrarily selected by leaders. 

Gates asserted that Communists 
abandoned the fight-to-the-death 
policy against capitalism in 1935 
when it became evident that Hit- 
ler’s European victories were of 
growing significance. It was then 
they sought a coalition of “peo- 
ple’s fronts” with pro-capitalistic 
groups as partners. 

“And before 1935 did the Com- 
munist party advocate the need of 
violence to accomplish that end?” 
Judge Medina asked. 

“No sir, it did not,” the witness 
replied firmly. “Even before 1935 
when the main issue was capital- 
ism or Socialism we did not ad- 
vocate the overthrow of the Unit- 
ed States Government. We advo- 
cated the conversion of the Amer- 
ican people by peaceful means.”

Lucas 
said the bill probably would go 
to the Senate Finance Committee 
which normally handles such mat- 
ters. Its fate there is uncertain. 
Chairman George (Dem.), Georgia, 
has been il] and away from the 
Senate for two weeks and any de- 
cision as to hearings or other Sen- 
ate action will await his return. 

Changes Affecting. Veterans. 

The pension bill would assume 
that any veteran is totally and 
permanently disable at 65 years. 
That would remove a_ present 
standard which denies a pension to 
the 65-year-old veteran who can 
work half a day, or earn half a 
normal man’s pay. 

The Veteran’s Administration 
now requires a medical test show- 
ing at least 10 per cent disability 
before the old veteran gets the $72 
monthly pension. 

The bill also would allow a sin- 
gle veteran to earn up to $1200 a 
year and receive a pesion, now de- 
nied if he earns $1000 or more. 
No change is made in the $2500 
income limit for a veteran with 
dependents.

Congress Pay Cut Opposed. 

Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, one of the economy 
drive leaders, branded as “ridic- 
ulous” a suggestion that members 
of Congress take a 5 per cent pay 
cut to help cut Government costss 

Bridges, however, agreed with 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, that Congress should remain 
in session “until Christmas, if nec- 
essary” to consider three billions 
of savings in Government costs 
proposed by former President 
Hoover. 

Bridges, former chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 
testified before the Senate Ex- 
penditures Committee in support 
of a resolution that would direct 
President Truman to balance the 
budget. 

“There is not a department or 
agency—with proper management 
at the top—that could not absorb 
Some small percentage cut with- 
out impairing efficjency or cut- 
ting salaries,” Bridges asserted. 

Chairman McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, of the Expenditures Com- 
mittee considering the economy 
proposals broke in to say no wit- 
ness had urged such economy 
moves as “a pay reduction.” 

Bridges said press reports indi- 
cate that Senator Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, author of another pro- 
posal for cutting Government 
costs, has suggested members of 
Congress take a 5 per cent pay 
cut 


“I disagree with Senator Tyd- 
ings,” Bridges said emphatically. 
“I think it’s ridiculous to ask that 
Congress take a 5 per cent cut in 
salaries. The cost of Congress is 
a very minor item and beside the 
point.” 


McClellan said Tydings might 
have been misunderstood—that his 
suggestion was that Congress 
should reduce its own costs 5 per 
cent. McClellan said this could be 
done without cutting salaries. 

Fund Slash by Committee. 

The Senate economy bloc scored 
its first major victory within the 
appropriations committee when 
that group reported out a Dill 
containing operating funds for the 
next fiscal year, beginning July 
1, for the State, Justice and Com- 
merce departments and the feder- 
al judiciary. 

For the ‘first time this session 
the committee’s total on a major 
bill was less than the House voted. 
It was $671,776,281 cash, a reduc- 
tion of $12,839,821 below the House 
tota) and $68,586,675 below the 
budget requests of the President. 

Offsetting this cash decrease in 
part was a boost in contract au- 
thority of $6,100,000 over the House 
figure.

Tigers She Likes, But 


Jenny Cuprys Home After Fourth Wild Animal

NEW YORK, June 2 


ITTLE Jenny Cuprys, who 
L earns her daily bread as a wild 

animal scout, will beat through 
the Malayan jungle after an ele- 
phant or tiger—but run away from 


mice. 

The gentle-mannered brunette 
says: 

“Not that I’m actually afraid of 
them. I just don’t care for mice.” 

Only 24, Jenny cared for almost 
800 pythons, leopards and other 
animals during a seven-day plane 
flight from Batavia to New York. 
It was her fourth trip in a year 
and when she has rested, she will 
return for another zoo-bound col- 
lection. 

“IT can hardly wait,” said Jenny 


who, after 15 drama-packed 
months in the wilds, still has to 
pinch herself to believe “I’m that 
lucky.” 

It was a lucky telephone call, 
in fact, that changed her from a 
typical small town girl into a 
globe-girdling jungle hunter. 

After her foster father, a zoolo- 
gist, died, Jenny called one of his 
friends, animal importer Henry 
Trefflich. . 

“Mr. Trefflich knew I had 
helped my father take care of 
animals, so he asked me how I’d 
like to go into his wild animal 
business,” she related. 


Two weeks later she left her 
home in Williamstown, N. J.,. to 
sail for Singapore. 

When her ship dropped anchor 
there, however, she almost came 
back without getting off. 

“I was scared to death,” Jenny 
admitted. “But, I finally swal- 
lowed the lump in my throat and 
went ashore.” 

To make matters even more 
frightening, there were no hotel 
rooms available. Jenny finally 
found a place to stay on a farm 
where she was welcomed — by 
monkeys, 

“There were monkeys running 
loose all over the house,” she 
laughed. “They kept sneaking off 
with my clothes while I unpacked.” 

As soon as she settled down, 
she began bargaining with natives 
for her first wild animals. She 


Was so successful that on her first 
trip, she brought home the second 
orangutan to enter the United 
States in 12 years. 

After that, Jenny began scout- 
ing for animals in the jungles. 

Once, she had to travel 26 hours 
by train, 15 more in an open truck 
and then walk eight miles just to 
find native guides. 

“The natives were pygmy-sized 
and they think I’m a giant,” said 
Jenny, who is all of five foot three. 

With the natives, she goes into 


the jungles and lassos wild ani- 
mals by catching them off-guard. 
Recently, she rounded up the first 
six elephants captured in several 
months although other collectors 
had been hunting. 

“That made me feel wonderful,” 
she said. “I’m the only woman 
in the business and I get a kick 
out of tracking down animals the 
men can’t find.” 

Jenny’s last collection was the 
largest and one of the few wild 
animal cargoes ever to be freighted

T Nothing in this life is perfect. Even nature does not make 

a perfect score. Getting things right is alwafs difficult 
for us and because we are so often wrong it is easy for us to 
see the wrong, and very easy to spezk about it. 

Just why it seems so difficult for us to speak words of 
praise and approval is not quite clegr. Maybe it is a sort 
of jealousy. We grudge praising others for what we have 
failed to do. Whatever the cause we are singularly shy about 
finding the good that people do, 4nd very quick to note their 
failures.

FINDING FAULT does not require much thought, much 
effort. A mistake is something done, clear to all eyes however 
dull, while an achievement is not always clear. It fits so 
amoothly into life that it seems always to have been there, 
while the mistake sticks out like a sore thumb. It requires a 
sharp eye and a quick intelligence to note the good that is 
done and few of us like to put ourselves to the discomfort of 
thinking, judging and appraising generously. 

Yet it is praise, the word fitly spoken, that stimulates 
the mind and body to reach higher and go further on the 
better road. Faultfinding is a depressant. It weighs down 
body and mind and creates dullness. It should be used infre- 
quently. Instead of a word of blame, search for a word of 
good cheer. The results will be startlingly swift and assuring.

CHILDREN, not skillful, without understanding hecause 
they are without experience, make irritating mistakes. They 
learn our way of thinking slowly—but that is because we have 
had long practice and they are making the first fumbling ges- 
tures. Faultfinding will make them less effective, less sure. 
A word of encouragement will help them to redouble their 
efforts, and hope will carry them over the hard places. 

How will the child know he is wrong if he is not told? 
He is intelligent. He can see, hear, and feel. He has no 
doubt about the failure he has made, and great doubt as to his 
ability to turn it into success. A word of hope and encourage- 
ment is what he needs, not faultfinding. Show him the way to 
go and how to get there and send him along with a pat on the 
back. Somewhere he has shown a hint of success. Accent that, 
and let the mistakes go by to add to his experience. 

Children reared on encouragement are not likely to Make 
major mistakes that require extreme remedies. Praise may 
not be as cheap as faultfinding but it works better.

T took 118 years to do it, but the small Mormon congregation in 
St. Louls now has a new home of its own. 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, a handsome building just com-

pleted at 4720 Jamieson boulevard at a cost of $165,000 represents more 
than a century of faith, prayers and plain hard work for the little 


band which, since 1831, has had 
Missouri. 


In fact, it may surprise many 
St. Louisans to learn that there is 
a Mormon congregation in St. 
Louis, so quiet and unostentatious 
have their activities been. But 
both St. Louis and Missouri are 
closely bound to Mormon history, 
and it is to the credit of St. Louis 
that it has, through the years, 
been one of the few spots in the 
state, or even in the Middle West, 
where Mormons have always been 
safe from persecution, where they 
have been championed by the 
newspapers, and avhere they, even 
in the early days, found sanctuary 
and a chance to make a living. 

There are now some 600 mem- 
bers of the congregation here. 
Since the first five Mormon mis- 
sionarie’ came to St. Louis in 1831, 
the history of the church has been 
as uncertain as a candle flame in 
a stiff breeze. There are periods, 
especially around Civil War times, 
when there are no records of the 
church. The only evidence that it 
was here lies in the fact that it 
came into being again. There are 
other periods when the records 
show that the membership con- 
sisted of exactly two steadfast 
members and their families: Dur- 
ing part of the 118 years, they 
have had buildings in which to 
hold meetings, but most of the 
time they depended upon the 
homes of their members. 

In 1830 the five Mormon mis- 
sionaries set out from New York 
for the West. They walked 
from New York to Independence, 
Mo., more than 1500 miles over un- 
charted country and often over 
trackless wastes of snow during 
the bitter winter of that year. 
They preached wherever they 
found a settlement. They stopped 
in St. Louis in January 1831, after 
a year on the road. They made 
a number of converts here “before 
heading west toward Indepen- 
dence, which had ‘previously been 
selected as “The Lang of Zion.” 

‘ It was in the summer of 1831 
that a Mormon colony settled in 
Jackson county, on iand pur- 
chased from the Federal Govern- 
ment and consecrated as a site for 
the .New Jerusalem. ey ran 
into trouble almost from the be- 


ginning. Most of the newly ar- 
rived Mormons were from the 
abolition.

In 1844 the difficulties 
reach a climax with the shooting, 
by a mob, of Joseph Smith, head 
of the church, This was followed 
by the wintry exodus of the saints 
from Illinois. The first eompanies 
crossed the frozen Mississippi on 
the ice. They dragged heavy load- 
ed, rain soaked wagons across 
Iowa and Missouri, an exodus 
which finally led to the Great Salt 
Lake and the founding of Salt 
Lake City as the headquarters of 
the Mormon church.

Although 
the population of the city in 1830 
was only 4977, and had grown to 
16,496 in 1840, it was the only town 
in the Middle West large enough 
to give the saints some degree of 
anonymity, cosmopolitan enough 
to be tolerant of new and strange 
religious views and prosperous 
enough to provide work for new-

The St. Louis newspapers were 
unanimous in condemning the per- 
secttions of the Mormons, The 
newspapers took the attitude that 
the saints were religious fanatics 
who didn’t know any better, but 
sympathized with their plight and 
deplored the treatment they had 
received. 

During the Nauvoo period,-from 
1839 to 1846 there was a large 
colony of Saints here, numbering 
about 700. The Nauvoo settlement 
did most of its trading in St. Louis. 
Records of the church show that 
on one occasion Brigham Young 
sent a delegation to St. Louis with 
$1000 to buy supplies. And when 
the trek to Utah started, the 
Louis Espenchied Wagon Factory 
boasted that a fleet of Espen- 
chied wagons was being built for 
and used in the historic trek. And 
it was in St. Louis that leaders 
of the church sought out fur trap- 
pers, who made rendezvous in St. 
Louis, and gained from them all 
the information they could about 
routes through the western coun- 


try. 

When the trek west started, 
many Saints decided against mak- 
ing it, and came to St. Louis in- 
stead. By 1849 the Mormon mem-

In 1854 three Apostles were sent 
back from Salt Lake City to es- 
tablish Stakes in the three largest 
cities through which Saints mi- 
grated westward: Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis. A man 
named Erastus Snow was sent 
here, and the congregation had 
its first church. The Methogists 
had built a new church, and the 
Mormons rented the old Methodist 
church at the corner of Fourth 
and Washington. 

The Republican pointed out 
that most of the Mormons who 
came to St. Louis were masters 
of some trade or profession. Ac- 


~cording to another newspaper ar- 


ticle of the period: “There are 
few public buildings of any con- 
sideration in this city that Mor- 
mons have not taken an active 
part in erecting and ornamenting; 
there are few factories, foundries 
or mercantile establishments but 
they have taken, or are taking 
an active part in establishing or 
maintaining.” 

In 1857 began the political dif- 
ficulties between the Mormon 
church at Salt Lake City and the 
Federal Government. Saints scat- 
tered over the nation were called 
to Utah ‘so that in the event of a 
crisis they could act as a united 
group. Also the press of the 
country had been led into an anti- 
Mormon crusade which was to 
continue for many years. 

All devout St. Louis Mormons 
who were able moved west in 
answer to the call. By 1868 it 
had become possible to make the 
trip to Utah from the east by 
railroad, so fewer Mormons came 
through St. Louis. The number 
gradually dwindled, and though 
several families continued to live 
here, for many years there was no 
organized church. : 

In 1896 the church was revivi- 
fied when two missionaries were 
sent hera. They rented office 
space at Eleventh and Franklin 
streets, ran daily ads in the news- 
papers, held meetings on the 
streets and in homes, and per- 
formed baptisms at the Clark 
Swimming School, which was at 
Nineteenth and Pine streets. On 
Dec. 14, 1896, the first convert, 
Lester Martin, was baptized. 

B ligion was not great, and 

growth was slow. In 1907 the 
small group moved to a store 
building at 4265 Easton avenue, 
which became church and head- 
quarters. In 1916, an old church 
was put up for sale. The price was 
too high, at first, but when it 
finally was reduced to $6500, it 
was purchased. It was situated at 
5195 Maple avenue. It was re- 
modeled and the Saints moved 
into the first church in St. Louis 
they could call their own. 

Since this time growth of the 
church has n steady. East St. 
Louis and Belleville had formed 
branches also.

The Church of Latter Day 
Saints, for instance, is one which 
believes literally that each man 
is his brother’s keeper, and such 
is the organization of its Welfare 
Society, on an international scale, 
that no devout Saint need ever 
want for. food, clothing or shelter.
